India increased Saturday as the Rome 
radio reported major British nava 
forces were sighted en route to the 
Indian Ocean within 24 hours aftei 
Japanese fleet units were reported 
operating in those waters. 


The broadcast said the British force 


which passed tile Cape of Good Hope 
off Africa, included two large battle- 
ships, two aircraft carriers and sev- 
eral cruisers and smaller ships. 


Japanese warships were reported 


near the enemy-captured Andaman 
Islands in the Bay of Bengal within 
striking distance of Calcutta or Ceylon 
and at Rangoon, Burma. 


Allied prospects were 
brightened 


momentarily in the Burma battle Sat- 
urday by Chinese counter attacks 
which wiped our invading Japanese 
forces on the airfield of Toungoo, cast 
base of a defense line before the 
threshold of India.

-ian bear to commemorate their Stb- 
xian service. Then they settled down 
n the Philippine capital's old Span- 
sh barracks until the Sirio-Japancse 
onflict called them away from home 
igajn in 1932.

Gen. Douglas MacArthur, whose gen- 
us sparked the gallant defense of 
Sataan, should have issued the order 
hat first sent the 31st against the 
Tapanese aggressor. 


MacArthur Ordered 31st to 
Shanghai 
As Chief of Staff, Gen. MacArlhur 
lispatched "Manila's Own" to Shang- 
li in '32.

Many Ideas for 
Rubber Problem 


Capital Overflowed 
With Plans From 
Citizens 


By TOM WOLF 
NEA Service Staff Correspondent 
WASHINGTON — America's i ubber 


shortage has given a field day to U. 
S, citizens with an inventive turn of 
mind. 


Every day since the spectre of tne 


rationing first loomed on the Ameri- 
can horizon, the National Inventprs 
Council here has been flooded with 
inventions and suggestions foi keep- 
ing trucks and cars rooling. 


The Council, an adjunct of the De- 


partment of Commerce, was establish- 
ed a year and a half ago as a clearing 
house primarily for military inven- 
tions. Of the 50,000 ideas it has i-e^t 
ceived since then, a large proportion 
involve ways and means of whipping 
the tire shortage. 


Already 16,000 Patents 
For Wheels and Tires 
"Most of the suggestions and in- 


ventions that come to us in this field 
fall into four main 
classifications." 


said Thomas R. Taylor, the Council's 
staff director. 
"There is one large 


group involving the manufacture of 
new synthetic rubber. A second sug- 
gests the use of substitute materials 
in rubber tires—increasing, for ex- 
ample, the proportion of cotton. 


"The third group of ideas concerns 


ways of lengthening the life of the 
tires, preserving the rubber already in 
casings and tubes. The last geneial 
classification is of wheels made fiom 
non-rubber materials—ranging fiom 
fabrics, fibres and leathers to wood, 
steel and metals. Few of the ideas 
are tnirely new, for the Patent Office 
has, since its foundation 150 yeais 
ago, issued some 16,000 patents on 
wheels and tires." 


The 
National 
Inventors 
Council 


hasn't had a chance to test any of the 
new suggestions 
thoroughly enough 


yet to say which seem to offer the 
most hopeful solutions to the tire 
shortage. It has weeded out seveidl 
non-practical 
ideas, many of them 


concerning (he cxU-action of rubber 
from various native plants. Last week, 
for example, the Council received 
over 100 letters extoling the rubber in 
poinsettia plants.

Pool to the backdoor of the Capitol. 
In its path arc the Washington Mon- 
ument, practically all of the modern 
government buildings, the famous olc 
Smithsonian Institution, the Mellon 
Gallery of, priceless art treasures.
